Sweet  T^riav's  Student  (Jovernnient.  since  its  e(inee|iti(>n  in  I'-IOd.  has  heeii  a  rnnslantly  <,'rowinir  ami  vital  part  (if  (iiir 
college.  We.  the  students,  have  been  given  nnire  and  n'.ore  indivi<lurtl  res])onsiiiility.  and  our  Student  (iovemnient  has 
emerged  as  a  reilection  of  our  ability  to  acceiit  these  i-es])()nsil)ilities.  Our  eollege  tunitions  aiv  under  a  tri-paitite  system  of 
"s|)lieres  of  authoritv'"  which  includes  a  student  sjihere.  a  .joint  faculty-student  s|ihere.  and  a  laculty  sphere.  The  students 
deal  with  most  non-academic  matteis  through  the  pj.\eelltiv  Council,  the  inter-Club  Cmincil.  the  Judicial  Board,  the 
Intcr-Dorniitovy  Council,  and  the  standing  committees,  while  the  joint  raculty-student  matters  are  handled  by  College 
Council  \\\  either  its  executive  or  judicial  ca])acity.  Students  have  an  opportunity  not  oidy  to  meet  with  faculty  alone  but 
also  with  alumnae,  nu-mbers  of  the  Hoard,  and  faculty  on  .bijnt  Council.  This  uni(ple  body  has  no  jiower  of  action  but 
serves  the  xcrv  vital  function  of  discussing  niatlci's  of  mutual  i-ouciu'n.  i!ut  Student  (io\eniinent  has  a  more  all-encom])ass- 
ing  scope  of  intUicnce  than  these  councils.  Each  of  us  at  Sweet  Hriar  is  a  nu-ndicr  of  the  .\ssociation.  and  its  resjionsibilities 
are  ours  collectively  and  individually.  Sweet  l^riai's  Student  (Jovernment  is  in  turn  a  member  of  the  National  Students 
Association.  This  larger  organization  functions  on  three  levi-ls— local,  national,  and  international.  Through  this  organi- 
zation Sweet  Briar  exchanges  ideas  with  other  colleges  and  universities  and  expresses  stmlent  o|iiiiion. 

Without  a  definite  and  recognized  basis  (d'  truth,  the  effectiveness  of  Studi'Ut  (io\ernnient  wcudd  lie  lost;  therefore, 
we  have  an  Honor  System.  To  become  nuunbers  of  Sweet  Briar's  Student  Covernment  Associat  i<in.  we  pledge  ourselves  to 
take  full  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  -tlie  highest  ideal  (d'  hiuior"  here.  This  ideal  applies  to  every  phase  of 
college  life,  and  in  all  phases  a  Sweet  Briar  giiTs  w(u-d  is  her  bond.  It  is  up  to  her  to  ilecidc  in  many  cases  what  is  the 
riirht  thing  to  do,  but  she  must  truly  believe  in  what  she  does  in  order  to  jnstify  the  conlidence  placed  in  her  by  our 
system  of  Student  Governnnnt. 

Student  (iovernment  this  vea'-  has  striven  to  obfiin  student  (ipinion  on  various  issues  such  as  honorary  clubs  by 
means  of  student  polls.  We  have  effected  a  paitial  reorganization  of  the  Kxeculive  Council  to  make  for  more  efficiency 
and  a  better  representation  of  the  four  clas.ses.  We  Jiave  endeavored  to  strengthen  such  vital  organs  as  Inter-Club  Council 
and  till'  Auditorium  Fund  Committee  in  order  to  make  them  more  effective. 

Toilay  as  in  otlier  vears.  the  ilig)iity  and  honor  of  student  government,  and  the  inherent  individual  and  community 
responsibility  are  principdes  in  which  we  belicvi' — the  freedom  they  bring  and  the  thought  and  experience  they  give.
